**Estimates. 

During  the  school  year  1926-1927  the  chimney 
has  been  rebuilt,  the  roof  reshingled  and  the  inside  of 
the  building  painted  at  the  Montview  School ;  the  inside 
of  the  building  whitened  at  the  Lake  school;  the  in- 
side of  the  building  painted  and  the  roofs  reshingled 
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and  a  jacketed  heater  installed  at  the  Quincy  school; 
the  front  of  the  building  raised  and  the  underpinning 
fixed  and  the  roof  reshingled  at  the  Depot  building, 
and  urinals  have  been  installed  in  the  boys'  toilets  in 
all  the  schools. 

During  the  current  school  year  the  school  board 
found  themselves  confronted  with  the  expense  of  two 
transportation  teams  which  will  amount  to  about 
$800.00  for  the  year  and  more  pupils  in  high  schools 
than  were  counted  on  when  the  recommendations  were 
made  for  appropriations  at  the  March  1926,  school  dis- 
trict meeting,  also  they  have  met  an  increased  rate  of 
tuition  in  the  high  schools.  These  conditions  have 
made  the  budget  receipts  for  this  school  year  (1926- 
1927)  inadequate.  The  school  board  has  tried  to 
economize  the  hopes  to  be  able  to  make  the  amount  of 
the  deficiency  in  the  revenue  as  small  as  possible.  The 
two  transportation  teams  that  needed  to  be  added  this 
year  are  on  the  Lake  road  and  on  the  Buffalo  road. 
Probably  those  teams  will  be  needed  in  1927-1928  also. 

The  question  of  increased  number  of  high  school 
pupils  and  the  increased  cost  of  tuition  in  the  high 
schools  that  they  attend  brings  to  the  attention  of  the 
voters  in  the  school  district  the  question  as  to  whether 
Rumney  should  not  begin  to  make  plans  to  support  a 
high  school  of  its  own.  There  would  be  many  advant- 
ages in  the  plan  and,  all  things  considered,  probably 
not  much  increased  expense. 

For  the  recommendations  for  1927-1928  the  school 
board  strongly  suggests  that  the  conditions  at  Stinson 
Lake  school  receive  attention  by  placing  the  school 
building  on  a  better  lot  so  that  the  pupils  will  not  be 
forced  to  play  in  the  highway. 

That  the  walls  of  the  Depot  building  be  patched 
where  needed  and  repainted.  The  walls  of  the  Vil- 
lage building  also  need  repainting  as  badly. 

That  steps  be  taken  to  rebuild  one  or  more  of  the 
fences  around  the  Montview,  Quincy  and  Depot  schools. 
A  fence  was  purchased  for  the  Village  school  in  1926 
and  will  be  put  up  in  1927. 

That  steps  be  taken  to  prevent  the  children  being 
the  losers  of  so  many  half  days  of  school  because  of 
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holidays,  institute  days  and  other  no-school  days.  The 
best  way  to  meet  this  is  to  institute  a  37  week  year 
so  arranged  that  the  teachers  may  attend  the  state 
institutes,  that  reasonable  holidays  may  be  observed 
and  the  pupils  actually  have  360  half  days  of  school 
during  the  year. 

The  school  board  solicits  continued  and  increased 
interest  in  the  school  work  and  invites  citizens  to 
visit  the  schools  when  in  session.
